THE CONSERVATIVE ENGLISHMAN, 


As a striking example of the difference be- 
tween the Englishman’s and American’s way of 
doing things it might be amusing to give an 
instance of an attempted change in London and 
surmise what would have been the result of a 
similar occurrence in an American metropolis. 
In London recently the management of a promi- 
nent and prosperous theatre propounded the 
question to its patrons whether they would be 
willing to a change in the beginning of the 
evening performance from the usual time of 
&:15 to 7:00 o'clock. The plea of the manage- 
ment wag that this change would allow drama 
lovers to take their dinner after the perform- 
ance instead of interrepting it, as is the usual 
custom, at nine. It might be well to remark 
that the father of this plan was one Dr. Pinero, 
of London, who, it is claimed, has declared his 
mission of ‘‘reforming’’ the British theatre, 
and it was perhaps upon his suggestion or per- 
sistence that the management of the theatre 
suggested it to the public. He claimed that 
people would not hurry away from the joys of 
the table and in consequence they got to the 
play late and were able to form only an imper- 
fect idea of what it was all about. Another of 
his complaints was that the growing lateness 
of the dinner hour resulted in a corresponding 
lateness in the hour at which the curtain could 
fall upon the last act of the piece. So Mr. 
Pinero suggested that theatregoers should take 
only what he termed a “high tea’’ before the 
play, which would commence at seven and could 
make up for this by having a ‘‘square meal’’ 
after the last act at ten. 

The innovation met with disfavor. A major- 
ity of the patrons declared themselves in favor 
of the retention of the present time of the 
rising of the curtain and it might be safe to 
say London will not make the change. London 
hangs on to the old and she is reluctant to make 
any change. 

Evidently Mr. Pinero did not select the proper 
audience. Had he made hig ‘‘reformatory"’ 
plans in an American metropolis what a differ- 
ent change would have in the results. Why 
Broadway, for instance, would have rushed 
headlong for the “high tea,’’ and the ‘“‘square 
meal’’ would have been the latest fad. If Mr. 
Pinero does n't believe this he should think of 
something else and come over to America and 
induce the management of some influential thea. 
tres to introduce his plans.

in the National Theatre, was to the largest an- 
dience ever seen within its walls. The ex- 
change was very low, but not as low as ut 
We played to cover $10.000 on three 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, Callao and Lima, 
Peru, were played to capacity .houses nightly. 
Eenador and Peru have the 50c. dollar, which 
makes the money as good es American when It 
is taken into consideration that $2.50 is charged 
for a luneto or reserved seat. This show hax 
cleaned up more gold money than fifty percent 
of the shows touring the States, and I can 
safely say more than any other magician, with 
the exception of Mr. Kellar. This, too, with 
the loss of time (which is very great) being 
considered. Were it possible to travel thronzh 
this country without the loss of time, this 
would be the greatest field at present for any 


legitimate show, putting everything on a gold 
basis. In fact, this is the only ‘‘real’’ Ameri- 
can show this side of Mexico City. Mr. Wood 
and Miss Edna are in great favor through 
every country we have yet passed through. It 
does me good to see an American show do bigger 
business than the large Spanish opera compa- 
nies, which carry 60 to 70 people. One very 
bad thing ig that the people will not stand for 
repetition more than two or three times, so it 
is necessary for Mr. Wood to carry seven com- 
plete changes of program. We are the only 
company carrying pictorial posters, and have 
had people soak the Donaldson half sheet of 
poles, take them home and hang them in their 
parlors, and as to pickups, why, that is im- 
possible. Merchants of the largest and finest 
stores are more than anxious, and in fact con- 
sider it a favor to have their windows filled 
with posters. Mr. Wood is carrying one-half, 
1 and 3 sheet, also 8, 12 and 24 sheet descrip- 
tive stands which have never before been secn 
on this continent. In fact, there is not a bill- 
poster that can hang a three sheet, to say 
nothing of the large stands. When the stands 
are being posted, it is not an unusual thing to 
have three or four policemen clear the streets 
of people so cars can pass. We open here in 
Santiago Oct. 29, for thirty-three days, or until 
Nov. 30: at Valparaiso, Chili, Dec. 1, to thirty 
then Puenta Aranos, the most southern city in 
the world, for one week and for a long season 
at Buenos Ayres,

THE LONDON CRITIC. 


W. L. Courtney, editor of the ‘Fortnightly 
Review,’’ and dramatic critic of the ‘‘Dailyr 
Telegraph,’’ opines that dramatic criticism ‘n 
London as at present conducted is unfair and 
unsatisfactory. Mr. Courtney puts himself on 
record by the astounding statement that the 
critics themselves are not satisfied with their 
work—or perhaps more specifically, the circum- 
stances with which it ig accomplished. 

He first takes the case of the critic, and 
shows the difficult circumstances under which 
he works—the midnight rush after the play to 
get his copy into the morning paper being «ne 
of the features named. He considers the pre- 
vailing conditions do not tend to the formation 
of the best critiques or accurate judgments. 
He tells how the method in practice can be im- 
proved, such as reading the play beforehand .nd 
attending dress rehearsals; but even those who 
have drawbacks. Then he asks: ‘“‘Is there uo 
vay of altering and reforming the conditions?’ 
Answering himself as follows: 

“The plan which seems to me to involve few- 
est disadvantages is the Parisian device of a 
repetition generale, with such modifications as 
our theatrical experience may suggest. Let a 
might be fixed. which may be called a private 
dress rehearsal night. Let the crities be in- 
vited, and, in order to make the performance aes 
nearly as possible a public one, let the manage- 
ment issue invitations also to their friends. 
Thus some presentment of an ordinary honse 
may be obtained, together with all the sympathy 
of the friends of the management to counter- 
Selenee the frigid unemotionalism of the critics. 
Then let the real first night be thrown open un. 
reservediy to the public. The notices, which 
will appear on the morning after the real first 
night, will at least have the advantage of he- 
ing the considered judgment of twenty-four 
hours.’’

He had been in the 
Home since September, 1902.

‘rom the explosion of his picture machine, gave 
an exhibition of his magic before an audience 
composed entirely of fellow patients Christmas 
Sve. The act was done in hospital uniform as 
patients are allowed to don no other clothes:

‘ors being every one afflicted with some malady 
that necessitated his being there. Crutches 
slings and bandages were conspicuous every- 
where. 

John Kernell, the famous old comedian, after 
a weeks’ illness, died in Detroit, Mich., Dec. 
19, after undergoing an operation for kidney 
trouble. Kernell was 48 years old. He has 
been before the public since he was eight years 
f age. One of his earliest engagements was 
with a ‘‘variety company,’’ organized by M. RB. 
Leavitt for a tour of New England. In those 
days Kernell depended largely upon Irish songs 
and dances for his success. Subsequently he 
appeared in a ‘“‘specialty company’’ under the 
direction of Gus Hill. He had starred several 
times during his career in farce comedies, once 
in conjunction with his brother. Harry Kernell 
It is as a vaudeville performer, however, that 
Kernell achieved his greatest reputation. For 
a number of years he and his brother consti- 
tuted one of the best known vaudeville teams 
in America. The brothers separated in 1893 
and Harry Kernell died a few years later. Their 
original ‘‘sidewalk conversation’’ act has form- 
ed the basis of scores of imitations. John 
Kernell was one of the first vaudeville per- 
formers to attain great success In a new style 
of monologue. He had a humor peculiarly bis 
own, and broke away from the conventional 
**mother-in-law’’ and ‘‘married man’’ style of 
jests, replacing them with original sayings, for 
which he wag noted in everyday life. His prin- 
cipal theme of discussion was the boarding 
house, and the trials of the guests of these 
establishments usually proved sufficiently fer- 
tile for twenty minutes of continuous laughter. 
His favorite jest in this connection related to 
the landlady’s shaggy dog. ~*~ passed around 
the table and permitted the guests to use his 
fur for napkins. A gray silk hat, white spats 
and a green necktie were familiar articles of 
his costume in the delivery of this monologue. 
Among his friends Kernell was known as 
“The Mayor.”” He was a member of the Ac- 
tor’s Colony, at St. James, L. I.. where be 
owned a large farm. He was for many years 
noted for his conviviality, but for nearly five 
years previous to his death he was a total ab- 
stainer. His wife and three children were at 
his bedside when he died. His wife was Fmily 
Vivian, at one time a well-known vandevillian. 
The body was taken to Philadelphia, Pa., where 
it will be interred in the family plot.

i is a question that has puzzled some of the 
brightest minds of all ages, and o doubt will 
coutinue to do so until the end, 

Fashion changes in the drama, as well as 
my lady's gowu. ‘There is not an amusement 
caterer that has not been up against this ques- 
tion good and strong. 

Could the imwortal Shakespeare visit this 
merry old world today, Le would no doubt 
shake the dust from his ghostly teet and ery

Three of the most powerful influences known 
are the Stage, the Pulpit aud the Press. Thes 
teach the masses; they are educators; they 
either elevate or they tear down. It bas ever 
been that to the thinker who by his work can 
either suave or destroy, the fuudamental priu- 
cipiwes advocated by them either bulids or tears 
down.

large proportion of these being banjos, mando- 
lins and guitars. 


A precedent was established in theatrical

Na 
poleon, but, upon the findings of the court, 
he rejoined the former company in Cincinnati.

Glasscock’s Big Combined 
Shows: We are now in winter quarters at 
Longview, Texas, after having the must suc- 
cessful season in our history. When we took 
the road we had a 65-foot round top and a 30- 
foot side show top, carried about twenty peonle 
and bad ten wagons. We closed using an %5- 
foot round top with two 40-foot middle pieces, 
a side show top 30x70 feet. carrying over fifty 
people and thirty wagons, including five cages. 
Our arrangements for next season are fully lald 
eut and rapidly maturing. 

Everything around the winter quarters of the 
Walter L. Main Show fs hustle and activity 
now. The men start to work every morning at 
eight o'clock and work until five in the after- 
noon, laying off an hour at noon for dinner. 
Veteran Dan Taylor is fitting out the show, and 
as usual everything is systematized to perfee- 
tion. As the show will be almost entirely new 
when jit takes to the road in the spring there 
is less repairing, but more building. Madame 
Taylor and Werntz have thirty seamstresses 
under them working on the new parade and 
tournament costumes. 

An apt illustration of the good will and affilia- 
tion that exists among showmen and of their 
proverbial magnamnity toward their unfortunate 
brothers was given in the Instance of the recep- 
tion extended by the Norris & Rowe Show at 
Fl Paso, Texas, to Charles L. Davis, at one 
time general agent of the Forepaugh Show and 
likewise of Sells Brothers’ Show. Davis has 
been sojourning at El Paso some years for the 
benefit of his health, he being afflicted with 
taberculosis. <A good fat purse was made up 
for him after he had been given a most enjoy- 
able day. 

The El Paso (Tex.) ‘‘Herald’’ of Nov. 28 has 
this io say of A. D. Primrose, the bogus circus 
agent who turned up in Mississippi lately: 
“A D. Primrose, the bogus circus agent, who 
worked the entire West and wag rounded up in 
El Paso and sentenced to sixty days for steal- 
ing a watch in Hotel Angelus, during which 
time he went insane, for which he was_ later 

ordered to the asylum at San Antonio, and nar- 
rowly escaped by suddenly regaining his rea- 
son and then his liberty, is at his old tricks 
again, notwithstanding that he promised the 
officers and newspaper men here when he got 
out that he was going to lead an bonest life. 
He is still working the circus racket, and is 
working it with as much success as he had in 
the West, notwithstanding the publicity which 
he got in this part of the country, as well as 
through the show and theatrical journals.”

The 
improvements made in the advertisements to 
our magazines and newspapers are not more 
marked than those exemplified in outdoor pub- 
Heity ot every description. The poster, on ac- 
count of its large surface, its aduptability for 
color display, gigantic lettering and extensive 
embellishments, offer advuntuges no other me- 
dium affords. In consequence {ts influence is 


coustantly widening. unfolding possibilities the | 


extent of which only the future can determine. 
The modern poster hag proven a great educator 
of the ,ublic. Its prominence in the chief 
thoroughfares of busy commercial centers and 
along much traveled roads and streams, arouses 
attention. The public mind, after be- 
ing impressed with certain styles and designs, 
begins to form conclusions by comparison, and 
the full-fledged critic arises in judgment on rhe 
imperfection of a poster with as much definite- 
ness of opinion on the points of attractiveness 
and appropriateness as the students of art or 
literature. To ottract the public attention 1s 
the first step towards creaine a demand for 

advertised. This can be often more read- 
ly effected by posters than by most elaborate 
Statements In print, squeezed into the narrow 
columns of publications. One of the great #d- 
vantages in using the poster for advertising 
purposes fig that the advertiser is able not only 
to superintend his displuy, but he can also, In 
a Measure, control the extent of the publicity. 
By giving his poster the desired prominence, 
he can very easily estimate how many people 
will see it. As the display is constantly in 
view, and not like the advertisement produced 
in magazines, which may be doomed to oblivion 
by being consigned to the waste-basket, it 
holds the attention of the public. In addition 
to this the display on the poster can be made 
more effective and at much less cost than could 
be possibly produced in magazines and newe- 
papers. The most desirable and modern fea- 
ture of progressive advertising. color display, 
finds its highest and most artistic expression 
in the up-to-date poster. Prominent firms, who 
a few years ago were antagonists of poster ad- 
vertising, regarding the same as !nefficient and 
to an extent undignified. have become prose- 
lytes, and in many Instances have discarded 
every other medium, confining themselves en- 
tirely to the poster as the means of selling 
their goods. Even a casual examination of the 
billboards In any locality will Immediately con- 
vince the most skeptical on this point. Truly. 
great changes are illustrated on these billboards. 
A time wag in the annals of advertixing in 
this country when the maforitr of firms were 
mere investigators, and therefore their exne- 
rience had to be bonght at a high price. This, 
however, fs no longer the case, and knowledze 
in such matters {s paramount, ag the appro- 
priation for advertising is made within a certain 
limit, with an expectation of definite returns. 
Therefore ll progressive honses have adopted 
a well defined system by which they can con- 
trol and superintend their advertising to a 
nicety, and thereby calculate the results with 
almost infallible accuracy. In view of this 
circumstance, how ridiculous ft ts for persons to 
essert that the large advertising firms fn this 
country who patronize the billbomrds are merely 
experimenting. Can any man with the usual 
allowance of common sense for a moment be- 
lieve that conservative houses would be en- 
gaged in the practice of squandering large 
funds on a donbtful venture—a mere phantasma 
of idle confecture? This is by no means the 
ease, and appropriations are made for adver- 
tising by concerns with the expectation of ade- 
quate returns for the ontlay. as in other ven- 
tures In which capital is Invested.
